Residences  fori  170  Men] 
Get  Underway  Soon

Good  news  for  men  students 
at  Brigham  Young  University 
has  come  from  President  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson  who  announced  ap- 
proval of  new  residence  halls  to 
house  1170  men. 

The  multi-million-dollar  pro- 
ject has  been  in  the  planning 
stage  for  many  months  and  has 
been  increased  from  the  origi- 
nal provision  for  800  men.  Con- 
struction on  a site  north  of  the 
campus  is  expected  to  get  under 
way  during  the  autumn  quarter 
and  the  buildings  probably  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  during 
the  year  of  1957. 

University  officias  predict,  the 
new  residence  halls  will  be  one 
of  the  showplaces  of  Utah  with 
its  colorful,  modern  buildings 
and  beautiful  landscaping.  T^ 
project  will  consist  of  six  build- 
ings, a central  dining  and  com- 
mons building  and  five  residence : 


halls  housing  234  men  each. 

Each  of  the  three-story  resi-^ 
dence  halls  will  have  -a  head! 
resident’s  apartment  and  a com-J 
mon  living  room.  Individual! 
rooms  will  have  only  two  oc-J 
cupants  and  include  a closet, ■ 
built-in  chests,  two  beds  that  can| 
be  used  as  sofas  during  the  day,| 
and  two  circular  desks  with  fi-;^ 
ling  cabinets,  bookcases,  type-] 
writer  stand  and  picture  win-, 
dow. 

All  of  the  halls  will  be  grouped  I 
around  the  one-story  central  \ 
building,  which  will  house  the 
lining  hall  where  three  meals 
day  will  be  served  to  1170  men. 
Also  in  the  central  building  will  | 
be  a recreation  room,  snack  bar, 
offices,  living  room,  post  office.  • 
It  will  lead  to  outdoor  recreation  j 
areas  and  ample  parking  space.  J 
The  living  room  and  one  dining  J 
room  open  on  outdoor  patios.

For  Women  Occupants  in  Fall 


Family  Living  Center  Progresses

The  beautiful  structure,  which  ' 


will  cost  about  52,000,000  when 
competely  equipped  for  use,  is 
located  at  the  north  end  of  the 
large  quadrangle  on  upper  cam- 
pus. 

It  will  be  the  first  known 
structure  in  United  States  plac- 
ing all  university  family  and 
home  science  studies  together, 
It  will  house  the  complete  Col- 


Workers  Delve  in  BYU  Streets 
To  Install  Heating  System 


Extensive  sections  of  campus 
roadway  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity are  torn  up  as  work  pro- 
gresses on  a one  and  a third 
million  dollar  conversion  of  the 
heating  arrangement  to  a new 
high  temperature  hot  water  sys- 
tem. 

However  the  streets  will  be 
intact  before  the  students  return 
about  Sept.  20. 

Kenneth  Fraser  Company  of 
Pasadena  is  contractor  for  the 
work,  which  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  the  summer  of 
1957.  Conversion  will  be  made 
from  the  high  pressure  steam 
heating  systeim  now  in  use. 

Under  the  new  system,  water 
heated  to  370  degrees  F.  will 
be  sent  from  the  heating  plant 
to  all  buildings  on  campus  where 
it  then  will  be  converted  to  low 
pressure  steam.  In  the  present 
system,  steam  is  sent  from  the 
heating  plant  to  the  various 
buildings  and  is  lost  if  building 
needs  diminish. 

High  temperature  hot  water 
heating  will  be  more  economical 
to  operate  and  is  especially  suit- 


ed to  the  transmission  of  heat 
over  long  distances  which  the 
BYU  campus  demands,  accord- 
ing to  Leland  M.  Perry,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Physical  Plant 
Department,  who  is  representing 
the  University  on  the  project. 
Money  is  saved  through  more 
even  firing  and  the  heat  storage 
capacity  which  the  large  quan- 
tities of  water  offer. 

Conversion  will  incude  re- 
modeling and  repairing  of  the 
heating  plant  and  steam  tunnels 
in  addition  to  installation  of  two 
new  boilers  which  will  have  ca- 
pacities of  50  million  BTU  per 
hour  each.  No  changes  will  need 
to  be  made  in  the  heating  system 
in  the  individual  buildings,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Perry. 

During  the  transition,  two 
regular  boilers  will  be  removed 
and  three  temporary  boilers  in- 
stalled. The  added  boilers  are 
necessary  to  meet  the  increased 
heating  needs  which  will  de- 
velop this  winter  through  the 
completion  of  the  Joseph  F. , 
Smith  Family  Living  Center  and  i 
six  new  Heritage  Halls.  I 


lege  of  Family  Living  with  De- 
partments of  Clothing  and  Text- 
iles. Economics  and  Management 
of  the  Home,  Food  and  Nutrition, 
Homemaking  Education.  Housing 
and  Design,  Human  Develop- 
ment and  Family  Relationships: 
the  entire  School  of  Nursing; 
and  related  departments  such  as 
Sociology  and  Psychology. 

The  building  contains  95,000 
square  feet  of  floor  space  in  its 
three  stories  and  half  basement, 
exceeding  the  new  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay Building  by  about  50  per- 
cent in  size  and  cost.  It  will 
measure  about  400  by  104  feet 
at  the  widest  points. 

Facilities  will  include  a half- 
basement which  will  house  per- 
manently the  University  and 
campus  housing  telephone 
switchboard.  In  addition  to  its 
many  labpratories  and  class- 
rooms, it  will  provide  the  most 
up-to-date  outdoor  laboratory  for 
the  nursery  school  and  child  ob- 
servation. 

It  is  constructed  of  golden-buff 
brick  and  pressed  stone,  match- 
ing the  new  academic  buildings 
in  the  quadrangle.  It  differs, 
however,  in  the  covered  walk 
along  the  south  face  of  the  build- 
ing which  is  lined  with  concrete 
columns. 

The  interior  makes  extensive , 
use  of  tile  and  oak  paneling,  i 
greatly  resembling  the  interior' 
of  the  David  O.  McKay  Build- 
ing. The  west  wing  houses  a 
multiple-purpose  hall  which  can 
be  divided  into  classrooms  by 
use  of  folding  doors  or  opened 
up  into  a meeting  or  entertain- 
ment room  with  hardwood  floors, 
extensive  oak  paneling,  and  di- 
rect skylight  illumination. 


All  eight  of  the  new  Heritage 
Halls  residences  for  women  at 
Brigham  Young  University  will 
be  in  operation  for  the  beginning 
of  the  autumn  quarter,  accc»ding 
to  Fred  A.  Schwendiman,  BYU 
housing  director. 

The  new  structures,  which 
have  been  finished  during  the 
summer,  are  an  addition  to  the 
16  original  Heritage  Hails  ap- 
artment buildings  for  women 
which  were  dedicated  in  May, 
1954.  The  original  project  cost 
about  $3,000,000,  and  the  eight 
new  buildings  about  $1,800,000. 

Each  of  the  new  buildings 
houses  72  women  in  12  apart- 
ments. Unlike  the  first  Heritage 
Halls,  each  new  building  has  a 
head  resident  apartment,  music 
practice  rooms,  a sun-deck  in- 
stead of  a living  room  on  the 
third  floor  and  enlarged  kitch- 
en area.  Kitchens  feature  eye- 
level  ovens,  modern  refrigera- 
tors, added  storage  space  and 
broom  closets. 

All  apartments  in  the  new 


buildings  are  above  ground.  The  ; 
older  buildings  liave  two  base- 
ment apartments.  Basements  in 
the  new  buildings  contain  wash- 
ing facilities,  recreation  room  . 
and  practice  rooms. 

The  entire  project  will  house 
an  additional  576  women  stu- 
dents. The  original  16  buildings 
house  960.  The  addition  will 
help  reduce  the  housing  problem, 
but  because  of  a regular  increase 
in  students  each  year,  the  rent- 
als in  the  community  will  not 
be  reduced. 

Contractors  for  the  new  build- 
ings were  Christiansen  Brothers 
of  Salt  Lake  City,  who  also  built 
the  David  O.  McKay  Building, 
Carl  F.  Eyring  Physical  Science 
Center,  and  who  are  now  at 
work  on  the  new  Joseph  F. 
Smith  Family  Living  Center. 

All  appliances,  fixtures,  and 
furniture  have  been  installed, 
and  the  lawns  and  landscaping 
are  progressing  well  under  the 
care  of  Physical  Plant  Depart- 
ment. 


Cheaper  than  Most . . . 

Fees  Raised  $10  Per  Quarter 


An  increase  in  fees  of  $10  a 
quarter,  announced  last  April  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson, 
will  go  into  effect  with  the  aut- 
umn quarter. 

The  increase  will  raise  total 
student  cost  for  tuition  and  fees 
from  $180  to  $210  for  the  aca- 
demic year. 

Bishops  Told  Why 

At  an  asembly  for  bishops  and 
stake  presidents  held  in  connec- 
tion with  general  conference. 
President  Wilkinson  explained  it 
still  costs  slightly  more  than 
$500  a year  for  education  of 
every  undergraduate  at  BYU. 

“During  the  present  year  each 
student  by  way  of  tuition  pays 
only  $105  of  this  cost,  while  he 
also  pays  an  additional  $75  for 
student  activity  fees,  including  a 
building  fee  of  $30,”  he  said. 
“Consequently,  for  every  $105 


paid  by  the  student,  the  Church 
out  of  tithes  of  members  appro- 
priates approximately  $395.  'This 
means  in  effect  that  each  stu- 
dent at  this  institution  receives 
a scholarship  from  tithing  of 
about  $400.  Faced  with  this  situ- 
ation, the  Board  of  Trustees  de- 
cided recently  on  an  increase  of 
$10  per  quarter.” 

Below  Average  Fee 

President  Wilkinson  said  a re- 
cent study  of  84  private  colleges 
revealed  average  tuition  at  $505 
a year,  and  in  some  cases  tuition 
exceeded  $1000  a year.  As  a 
comparison  in  Utah,  he  cited 
next  year’s  fees  at  University  of 
Utah  of  $199  for  residents,  and 
$349  for  non-residents,  and  at 
Utah  State  Agricultural  College 
$150  for  residents  and  $262  for 
non-residents  of  the  state.

Squad  Blazes 
Glory  Trail 
Over  Europe 

Leaving  a trail  of  impressive 
victories  and  top  performances 
behind  them,  members  of  BYU’s 
track  and  field  team  recently 
wound  up  a six-weejc  summer 
tour  of  Europe. 

The  15-man  track  contingent, 
according  to  Coach  Clarence 
Robison,  more  than  measured 
up  to  expectations  in  meeting 
“tha  best  of  Europe,”  although 
they  had  their  share  of  injuries 
before  the  tour  was  over. 

Flying  to  and  from  Europe  in, 
giant  commercial  airliners,  the  I 
Cougars  competed  in  Ireland, ' 
England,  Germany,  Finland,  and : 
France.  They  not  only  sor  ved  ' 
as  good-will  ambassadors  for  the 
U.S.,  but  also  promoted  mi'-^ion- 
ary  causes  for  the  Church  jn 
those  areas.  In  both  purposes  llie 
BYU  athletes  were  declared  suc- 
cessful. 

As  was  expected,  Coach  Robi 
son’s  boys  excelled  in  cencuu' 
events  but  had  to  give  ground  j 
in  events  in  which  the  Europeans  1 
seem  to  specialize.  The  Brig- 
hams. for  instance,  were  particu- 
larly strong  in  the  sprints  and 
some  of  the  field  events,  while 
their  European  hosts  carried  a 
definite  edge  in  the  distance 
events. 

As  guests  on  foreign  soil,  the 
BYU  team  had  to  conform  to  the 
general  practices  of  the  European 
meets.  Instead  of  figuring  the 
track  events  in  yards,  the  metric 
system  was  used.  Consequenjly 
the  sprinters  found  themselves 
running  approximately  110  yds. 
(100-meters),  in  place  of  the 
100-yard  dash,  etc. 

‘‘All  events,  including  the 
sprints,  .were  run  on  the  grass 
in  Dublin,”  says  Coach  Robison. 
‘‘And  the  track  there  was  al- 
most circular.  Wind  and  rain, 
which  we  had  to  contend  with 
in  several  of  the  meets,  preven- 
ted our  boys  from  turning  in  i 
better  performances.”  I 

Newspapers  in  Dublin  cover- 1 
ing  the  Y’s  first  two  meets  rated 
the  Cougars  the  best  university 
squad  ever  to  visit  the  Emerald 
Isles.
